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INTRODUCTION. 


In  consequence  of  the  increased  interest  in  water-borne  commerce 
and  the  great  demand  for  information  in  relation  thereto,  it  was 
decided  last  year  to  publish  in  a  separate  volume  of  the  annual 
report  the  commercial  statistics  which  have  heretofore  been  printed 
with  reports  of  the  district  engineers  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Chie/  01  Engineers.  The  present  compilation  is  the  second  edition 
of  commercial  statistics  and  covers  tne  calendar  year  1920.  The 
separate  publication  of  this  information  will  not  only  afford  greater 
convenience  to  the  reader,  but  will  secure  increased  economy  in  the 
printing  and  distribution  of  the  report  and  conserve  the  supply  of 
those  volumes  devoted  to  other  subjects. 

Statistics  heretofore  published  have  been  confined  to  localities 
under  improvement  by  the  United  States.  In  the  present  volume 
the  information  has  been  extended  to  include  many  other  localities. 
The  data  have  been  compiled  under  a  uniform  plan  which  permits 
the  preparation  of  summaries  by  geographical  divisions,  commodities, 
and  classes.  Summaries  have  also  been  prepared  showing  the  total 
foreign  and  domestic  traffic  and  the  tonnage  and  value  of  the  water- 
borne  traffic  of  the  United  States,  eliminating  all  known  duplications. 
In  addition,  tables  have  been  prepared  snowing  the  tonnage  of 
important  commodities  carried  by  water  during  the  calendar  year 
1920. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  to  make  this  publication 
of  increasing  usefulness  and  interest,  and  with  this  object  in  view  the 
scope  of  the  volume  has  been  extended  to  include  information  of 
value  in  the  solution  of  port  and  transportation  problems.  The 
present  volume  includes  a  study  of  the  drafts  of  vessels  passing 
through  the  Panama  Canal  during  the  calendar  year  1920,  a  com- 
pilation showing  the  commerce  of  Gulf  ports,  and  data  relative  to 
the  cost  of  transportation  of  coal  by  rail. 
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STATEMENT  OF  WORK  IN  PROGRESS  BY  THE  STATISTICAL 
DIVISION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ENGINEERS  FOR  RIVERS 
AND  HARBORS,  IN  THE  INTERESTS  OF  COMMERCE  AND 
THE  MERCHANT  MARINE 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  for  Rivers  and 
Harbors  for  1920  a  brief  statement  was  included  relative  to  the 
statistical  work  and  economic  investigations  assigned  to  the  board 
by  the  Chief  of  Engineers.  The  annual  report  of  the  board  for  the 
fiscal  year  1921  describes  the  operations  m  detail,  and  in  view  of 
the  great  interest  manifested  by  the  public  in  the  work  it  is  deemed 
advisable  to  include  certain  information  thereon  in  this  volume. 

In  order  to  understand  the  scope  and  purposes  of  the  work  in 

{progress  by  the  statistical  division,  it  is  necessary  to  examine  the 
aws  recently  enacted  by  Congress  authorizing  certain  of  these  duties, 
as  follows: 

Section  500  of  the  transportation  act. 

It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy  of  Congress  to  promote,  encourage,  and 
develop  water  transportation,  service,  and  facilities  in  connection  with  the  commerce 
of  the  united  States,  and  to  foster  and  preserve  in  full  vigor  both  rail  and  water  trans- 
portation. 

It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  the  object  of  promoting,  encourag- 
ing, and  developing  inland  waterway  transportation  facilities  in  connection  with  the 
commerce  of  the  United  States,  to  investigate  the  appropriate  types  of  boats  suitable 
for  different  classes  of  such  waterwavs;  to  investigate  the  subject  of  water  terminals, 
both  for  inland  waterway  traffic  and  for  through  traffic  by  water  and  rail,  including 
the  ne^essarv  docks,  warehouses,  apparatus,  equipment,  and  appliances  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  and  also  railroad  spurs  and  switches  connecting  with  such  terminals, 
with  a  view  to  devising  the  types  most  appropriate  for  different  locations,  and  for  the 
more  expeditious  and  economical  transfer  or  interchange  of  passengers  or  property 
between  carriers  by  water  and  carriers  by  rail;  to  advise  with  communities,  cities, 
and  towns  regarding  the  appropriate  location  of  such  terminals,  and  to  cooperate  with 
them  in  the  preparation  of  plans  for  suitable  terminal  facilities;  to  investigate  the 
existing  status  of  water  transportation  upon  the  different  inland  waterways  of  the 
country,  with  a  view  to  determining  whether  such  waterways  are  being  utilized  to 
the  extent  of  their  capacity,  and  to  what  extent  they  are  meeting  the  demands  of 
traffic,  and  whether  the  water  carriers  utilizing  such  waterways  are  interchanging 
traffic  with  the  railroads;  and  to  investigate  any  other  matter  that  may  tend  to  pro- 
mote and  encourage  inland  water  transportation.  It  shall  also  be  the  province  and 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  compile,  publish,  and  distribute,  from  time  to  time, 
such  useful  statistics,  data,  and  information  concerning  transportation  on  inland 
waterways  as  he  may  deem  to  be  of  value  to  the  commercial  interests  of  the  country. 

The  words  "inland  waterway  "  as  used  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  include 
the  Great  Lakes. 

Section  8  of  the  merchant  marine  act  authorizes  the  Shipping 
Board,  in  cooperation  with  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  make  somewhat 
similar  investigations  with  the  object  of  promoting,  encouraging,  and 
developing  ports  and  transportation  facilities  in  connection  with 
water  commerce  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction.  This  item  is  as 
follows : 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board,  in  cooperation  with  the  Secretary  of  War, 
with  the  object  of  promoting,  encouraging,  and  developing  ports  and  transportation 
facilities  in  connection  with  water  commerce  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction,  to  investi- 
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gate  territorial  regions  and  zones  tributary  to  such  ports,  taking  into  consideration  the 
economies  of  transportation  by  rail,  water,  and  highway,  and  the  natural  direction  of 
the  flow  of  commerce;  to  investigate  the  causes  of  the  congestion  of  commerce  at  ports 
and  the  remedies  applicable  thereto;  to  investigate  the  subject  of  water  terminals, 
including  the  necessary  docks,  warehouses,  apparatus,  equipment,  and  appliances 
in  connection  therewith,  with  a  view  to  devising  and  suggesting  the  types  most  appro- 
priate for  different  locations  and  for  the  most  expeditious  and  economical  transfer  or 
interchange  of  passengers  or  property  between  carriers  by  water  and  carriers  by  rail; 
to  advise  with  communities  regarding  the  appropriate  location  and  plan  of  construc- 
tion of  wharves,  piers,  and  water  terminals;  to  investigate  the  practicability  and  advan- 
tages of  harbor,  river,  and  port  improvements  in  connection  with  foreign  and  coast- 
wise trade;  and  to  investigate  any  other  matter  that  may  tend  to  promote  and 
encourage  the  use  by  vessels  of  ports  adequate  to  care  for  the  freight  which  would 
naturally  pass  through  such  ports:  Provided,  That  if  after  such  investigation  the  board 
shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  rates,  charges,  rules,  or  regulations  of  common  carriers  by 
rail  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  are  detrimental 
to  the  declared  object  of  this  section,  or  that  new  rates,  charges,  rules,  or  regulations, 
new  or  additional  port  terminal  facilities,  or  affirmative  action  on  the  part  of  such 
common  carriers  by  rail  is  necessary  to  promote  the  objects  of  this  section  the  board 
may  submit  its  findings  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  such  action  as 
such  commission  may  consider  proper  under  existing  law. 

Since  the  board  was  already  equipped  with  qualified  personnel  and 
was  actually  engaged  in  making  tne  investigations  ordered  by  the 
two  sections,  it  was  agreed  that  the  work  should  be  done  by  the 
board  in  the  joint  interests  of  the  War  Department  and  the  Shipping 
Board. 

Commercial  statistics. — It  has  been  apparent  for  some  time  that  the 
statistics  of  commerce  at  our  ports  ana  on  our  waterways  prepared 
by  this  department  and  the  statistics  of  imports  and  exports  prepared 
by  the  Department  of  Commerce  do  not  afford  the  information 
needed  for  any  fruitful  study  of  our  transportation  and  port  prob- 
lems. The  study  of  traffic  in  relation  to  the  vessels  which  carry  it  is 
moreover  important  in  the  determination  of  channel  dimensions  and 
the  capacity  and  character  of  terminal  facilities,  but  such  coordina- 
tion of  cargo  and  vessel  data  has  not  heretofore  been  made  available 
by  any  agency.  The  statistics  published  in  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Cnief  of  Engineers  were  originally  intended  to  furnish  Congress  and 
the  department  with  information  found  necessary  for  a  somewhat 
limited  use,  but  it  has  been  evident  for  some  time  that  broader 
information  is  needed  by  Congress  and  by  this  department  in  deter- 
mining the  advisability  of  undertaking  proposed  river  and  harbor 
improvements,  and  particularly  so  if  a  comprehensive  policy  for  such 

Suolic  work  is  ever  to  be  formulated.  In  connection  with  the  new 
uties  devolving  upon  the  department  under  the  Transportation  Act, 
1920,  and  the  merchant  marine  act,  complete  statistics  of  traffic  are 
particularly  essential.  The  necessity  for  uniformity  in  the  presenta- 
tion of  data  is,  of  course,  obvious,  but  -differences  of  all  sorts  have 
existed  in  the  past  due  to  lack  of  proper  control  or  coordination. 

As  the  first  important  step,  the  Board  of  Engineers  for  Rivers  and 
Harbors  has  recommended,  and  the  Chief  of  Engineers  has  approved, 
the  publication  of  statistics  of  water-borne  commerce  as  a  separate 
volume  of  his  annual  report.  The  first  edition  of  this  volume  accom- 
panied the  report  for  1920,  but  there  wrs  insufficient  time  prior  to 
its  publication  to  put  into  operation  the  proposed  plan  for  the  uniform 

Eresentation  of  data.    The  present  volume  of  commercial  statistics, 
owever,  has  been  prepared  under  the  new  plan.    This  enables  com- 
parison to  be  made  between  the  commerce  of  various  localities,  and 
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permits  the  preparation  of  summaries  by  classes,  commodities,  and 
geographical  divisions.  Commodities  have  been  arranged  under 
10  group  heads  conforming  to  the  new  import  and  export  classifica- 
tions of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  ana  when  these  classifications 
for  foreign  commerce  have  been  put  into  effect  by  that  department 
an  important  step  will  have  been  taken  toward  securing  compara- 
bility m  the  commercial  statistics  of  the  two  departments.  Particular 
effort  has  been  made  to  secure  accurate  information  relative  to  the 
volume  or  tonnage  of  traffic.  Values  rarely  afford  a  correct  view  of 
the  extent  and  growth  of  traffic  and  are  practically  worthless  for  the 
consideration  of  the  problems  devolving  upon  the  board,  such  as  the 
appropriate  dimensions  of  channels  and  the  details  of  needed  terminals. 

The  statistics  heretofore  published  by  this  department  cover  only 
localities  improved  by  the  United  States,  and  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  from  them  the  total  water-borne  commerce  of  the  country. 
The  present  volume  on  commercial  statistics  has  been  extended  to 
include  many  important  localities  not  under  improvement  by  the 
Government. 

In  order  further  to  improve  the  statistics  of  water-borne  commerce, 
the  Chief  of  Engineers  nas  approved  a  plan  for  obtaining  statistics 
directly  from  the  carriers.  Statistics  of  commerce  were  formerly 
obtained  by  district  engineers  from  many  sources  and  were  of  varying 
reliability  and  completeness,  and  it  was  impossible  to  determine  the 
amount  of  traffic  carried  in  vessels  of  different  sizes  and  types,  so  that 
important  information  was  lacking  for  determining  the  need  for 
increased  channel  facilities.  Under  the  new  plan,  it  would  be  prac- 
ticable to  determine  for  any  locality  the  amount  of  freight  carried  in 
vessels  of  various  sizes  and  drafts,  the  origin  of  receipts,  the  destina- 
tion of  shipments,  and  to  analyze  the  traffic  in  relation  to  the  carriers 
and  the  physical  facilities  at  the  port. 

The  only  dependable  method  of  obtaining  statistics  of  water-borne 
commerce  is  to  secure  them  directly  from  the  carriers  on  uniform 
blanks.  To  place  this  plan  in  operation  will  involve  some  cost,  and 
it  has  been  impracticable  to  start  the  work  because  of  the  lack  of 
funds.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  annual  cost  of  the  work  of 
collecting,  compiling,  and  publishing  the  statistics  of  water-borne 
commerce  under  the  proposed  plan  will  be  $200,000.  To  determine 
the  net  increase  of  cost,  there  should  be  deducted  from  this  sum  the 
amounts  now  spent  for  the  collection  of  statistics  in  50  Engineer  dis- 
tricts. Under  present  conditions  employees  are  not  usually  engaged 
exclusively  upon  this  work,  and  it  is  therefore  difficult  to  give  a 
statement  of  the  exact  cost,  but  it  is  estimated  at  $100,000  annually. 
There  would,  therefore,  be  an  increased  expenditure  of  about  $100,000 
a  year  to  obtain  and  publish  statistics  of  the  scope  and  reliability 
most  useful  in  the  solution  of  our  waterway,  port,  and  shipping  prob- 
lems. This  amount  is  a  small  premium  to  pay  for  insuring  a  wiser 
discrimination  in  the  selection  of  projects  for  nver  and  harbor  improve- 
ment and  in  deciding  on  their  details,  and  it  is  therefore  urged  that 
Congress  provide  a  special  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

In  planning  port  developments  it  is  necessary  to  have  complete 
and  reliable  information  regarding  the  extent,  character,  origin,  and 
destination  of  the  commerce  which  may  be  expected  to  utilize  the 
port  and  the  sizes  and  types  of  vessels  to  be  accommodated.  Some 
of  the  plans  submitted  to  the  board  during  the  past  year  by  local 
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authorities  show  that  their  preparation  was  based  upon  inadequate 
information  regarding  these  essentials.  In  view  of  the  necessity  of 
meeting  the  competition  of  foreign  ports  and  foreign  trade  rivals,  it 
is  important  that  our  future  port  developments  be  so  planned  as  to 
secure  the  greatest  facility  and  economy  in  the  movement  of  freight 
and  the  most  expeditious  turnaround  of  vessels.  The  procurement 
and  compilation  of  statistics  under  the  new  plans  will  provide  informa- 
tion of  the  character  needed  in  the  economic  investigations  prelimi- 
nary to  actual  port  planning,  and  will  in  this  respect  be  of  much  value 
to  port  authorities  and  to  the  people  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  The 
relation  of  these  statistics  to  the  important  question  of  securing 
properly  balanced  cargoes  for  vessels  so  as  to  afford  better  opportu- 
nities for  upbuilding  the  American  merchant  marine  alone  warrants 
the  comparatively  small  outlay  involved. 

Trajjic  movements. — In  carrying  out  the  duties  specified  in  the  trans- 
portation act  and  the  merchant  marine  act  with  the  object  of  devel- 
oping ports  and  water  transportation,  it  is  necessary  to  study  the 
movement  of  all  the  major  commodities  entering  into  our  import  and 
export  trade.  Such  a  study  in  conjunction  with  a  study  of  the  cost 
of  transportation,  terminal  charges,  and  shipping  services  will  show 
whether  commodities  are  now  moving  by  the  most  economical  routes 
from  our  important  production  and  concentration  centers  to  foreign 
markets  and  from  foreign  points  to  areas  of  consumption  and  centers 
of  distribution  in  the  United  States.  Other  things  being  equal,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  encourage  shipments  by  the  more  economical 
outlets.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  traffic  must  always  go 
by  the  shortest  route,  for  frequently  there  are  conditions  connected 
with  the  rail  and  ocean  movements  which  render  longer  hauls  per- 
missible. Thus,  the  goods  of  an  important  manufacturing  district 
are  often  obliged  to  find  their  outlet  through  some  port  more  or  less 
remote  from  the  point  of  origin.  The  products  of  any  important 
industry  have  ordinarily  a  wide  distribution  in  foreign  trade  and  need 
a  port  having  a  multiplicity  of  shipping  services.  The  opportunity 
of  obtaining  carload  rates  by  senaing  a  number  of  consignments 
through  one  port  as  compared  with  the  necessity  of  paying  less  than 
carload  rates  in  order  to  distribute  these  consignments  through 
several  ports  must  likewise  be  considered.  It  is  therefore  not  suffi- 
cient to  consider  the  cost  of  moving  goods  to  seaboard  alone,  nor 
even  the  total  cost  of  placing  the  goods  on  board  ship,  for  frequently 
the  route  is  determined  by  other  considerations.  For  example, 
import  movements  must  be  considered  in  connection  with  exports  to 
determine  the  opportunities  for  securing  return  cargoes. 

Under  nresent  conditions  there  are  an  insufficient  number  of  ports 
able  to  oner  the  combination  of  services  and  facilities  essential  to  the 
handling  of  general  cargo.  Certain  classes  of  goods  are  now  shipped 
by  rail  long  distances  to  New  York  because  at  this  point  there  is  the 
certainty  of  obtaining  a  ship  to  the  destination  of  the  goods.  This 
emphasizes  the  need  jor  constructive  action  with  the  view  to  estab- 
lishing shipping  services  at  other  ports  under  conditions  affording 
profitable  operation  of  vessels.  Our  aim  should  be  to  have  each  of 
our  important  ports  serve  the  territory  logically  tributary  to  it,  but 
this  can  usually  be  brought  about  only  if  each  port  affords  both  bulk 
and  package  freight  in  proper  proportion  for  economical  loading  of 
ships  and  offers  opportunity  for  inbound  as  well  as  outbound  move- 
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ments.  To  insure  such  distribution  of  traffic  it  may  be  necessary  to 
establish  rates  and  facilities  which  will  attract  a  reasonable  propor- 
tion of  through  import  and  export  freight  to  each  of  the  ports  deemed 
properly  situated  to  compete  for  theT>usiness.  The  larger  share  of 
the  heavy  commodities  entering  into  our  export  trade  originates  in 
the  interior  of  the  country  and  it  is  significant  that  a  large  part  of 
our  heavy  imports  finds  its  destination  in  similar  territory.  In  the 
effort,  therefore,  to  route  traffic  through  the  nearest  important  port, 
we  can  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  no  port  can  exist  entirely  upon 
local  traffic  and  tnat  distance  must  be  disregarded  to  some  extent 
in  the  routing  of  traffic  to  and  from  the  surplus-producing  sections 
of  the  interior.  The  ultimate  goal  is,  of  course,  to  reduce  congestion 
and  expense  by  developing  an  adequate  number  of  first-class  ports. 
A  complete  study  of  traffic  movements  is  impracticable  witn  the 
data  now  available  as  such  a  study  would  involve  detailed  examina- 
tion of  waybills,  an  endless  task.  The  study  is  therefore  being  con- 
fined to  the  more  important  movements  to  points  of  manufacture, 
and  to  those  to  and  from  the  seaboard,  and  for  the  present  will 
include  only  the  more  important  tonnage  producing  commodities,  as 
follows:

Studies  of  coal,  mineral  oil,  grain,  and  sulphur  are  now  in  progress. 

Reports  on  ports  of  the'  United  States. — The  approved  plan  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  statistical  division  includes  the  preparation  and  publication 
of  reports  on  the  f acilities  of  the  ports  of  the  United  States.  These 
reports  will  contain  all  information  needed  by  a  vessel  desiring  to  call 
at  the  port  and  will  help  the  shipper  to  compare  the  advantages  of  one 
port  or  route  with  another  for  tne  particular  business  in  which  he  is 
interested.  They  will  include  a  complete  analysis  of  the  existing 
traffic  with  the  origin  and  destination  of  the  commodities  and  the 
area  served  by  the  port,  and  will  prove  useful  in  determining  the 
feasibility  of  establishing   and   maintaining  vessel  services   under 

?rofitable  operating  conditions.  The  first  report  is  in  relation  to 
brtland,  Me.,  and  is  nearly  ready  for  distribution.  The  information 
presented  in  the  report  lays  bare  the  traffic  situation  and  the  condi- 
tions which  have  determined  the  extent  and  character  of  the  trade 
at  Portland,  shows  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  port  for 
traffic  of  various  kinds  to  and  from  various  points,  and  indicates  the 
remedies  which  must  be  applied  in  order  to  qualify  the  port  to 
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function  to  best  advantage  in  the  interest  of  the  territory  which  is 
logically  tributary  to  it. 

A  report  on  the  port  of  Boston,  Mass.,  is  nearing  completion,  and 
data  compiled  in  the  office  of  the  board  in  reference  to  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  Mobile,  Ala.,  Portland,  Oreg.,  Astoria,  Oreg.,  Seattle,  Wash., 
and  Vancouver,  Wash.,  have  been  sent  to  district  engineers  for  veri- 
fication. The  statistical  data  in  the  office  of  the  board  have  been 
practically  completed  for  20  additional  ports.  The  following  is  a 
tentative  list  of  ports  to  be  covered  in  the  series  on  the  Atlantic,  Gulf, 
and  Pacific  coasts  :

In  seeking  to  ascertain  the  conditions  which  are  restricting  the 
free  flow  of  our  foreign  commerce,  the  study  properly  begins  with  the 
ports,  for  here  are  to  be  found  the  chief  obstacles  to  the  continuous 
movement  of  traffic.  The  port  is  one  link  in  a  transportation  system; 
generally  it  is  the  weakest  link,  and  that  which  first  fails  in  times  of 
emergency.  Congestion  on  rail  lines  is  usually  an  unavoidable 
extension  of  congestion  at  ports.  The  burden  placed  upon  our  com- 
merce by  such  congestion  justifies  the  Government  in  exercising  its 
utmost  authority  and  influence  to  remedy  the  situation. 

The  study  of  our  ports  is  also  bringing  to  light  conditions  which  are 

Ereventing  the  commensurate  use  of  navigation  facilities  provided 
y  the  United  States  and  making  it  difficult  for  vessels  to  operate 
successfully.  In  some  cases  it  is  found  that  the  use  of  a  well  equipped 
port  is  retarded  by  excessive  rates  and  charges  to  and  from  the  port, 
in  other  cases  the  business  of  the  port  is  restricted  through  the  exist- 
ence of  physical  conditions  disadvantageous  to  vessels,  while  at  still 
other  ports  the  lack  of  terminal  facilities  or  the  imposition  of  exces- 
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sive  local  charges  for  incidental  services  results  in  the  diversion  of 
commerce.  With  the  completion  of  the  port  series  and  the  study 
of  traffic  movements  now  in  progress,  the  United  States  will  for  the 
first  time  be  in  possession  of  information  from  which  a  clear  picture 
can  be  drawn  of  our  national  transportation  system,  and  constructive 
action  taken  to  secure  economy  in  the  movement  of  our  commerce 
which  is  alike  indispensable  to  the  shipper,  the  consumer,  and  the 
carriers.  As  the  work  proceeds  and  serious  obstacles  to  the  proper 
flow  of  traffic  are  uncovered,  it  is  proposed  to  recommend  such  action 
toward  their  removal  as  may  be  practicable  under  the  authority 
vested  either  in  the  Shipping  Board  or  in  this  department. 

Reports  on  foreign  ports. — The  approved  program  of  cooperation 
with  the  Shipping  Board  includes  the  preparation  by  the  Shipping 
Board  of  data  relative  to  the  more  important  foreign  ports.  Some 
information  relative  to  these  ports  is  now  in  hand,  but  the  agreement 
now  in  force  leaves  this  task  to  be  undertaken  and  completed  by  the 
Shipping  Board  itself. 

Status  of  water  transportation. — Section  500  of  the  transportation 
act  authorizes  this  department  "to  investigate  the  existing  status 
of  water  transportation  upon  the  different  inland  waterways  of  the 
country  with  a  view  to  determining  whether  such  waterways  are 
being  utilized  to  the  extent  of  their  capacity  and  to  what  extent  they 
are  meeting  the  demands  of  commerce,  and  whether  the  water  car- 
riers utilizing  such  waterways  are  interchanging  traffic  with  the  rail- 
roads/' The  results  of  the  investigation  are  now  being  compiled 
with  a  view  to  the  publication  of  a  comprehensive  report  on  the 
status  of  water  transportation  in  the  United  States. 

Study  ofves8els. — In  connection  with  the  board's  consideration  of 
reports  on  preliminary  examinations  and  surveys,  need  has  been 
felt  for  more  extensive  and  reliable  data  relative  to  the  kinds,  di- 
mensions, and  drafts  of  vessels  using  the  harbors  and  waterways  of 
the  country.  In  recent  years  there  has  been  quite  an  insistent  de- 
mand for  increased  deptn  at  harbors  upon  the  plea  that  existing 
depths  prevented  the  use  of  such  harbors  by  modern  freight  vessels. 
The  board  has  therefore  undertaken  a  study  of  this  general  ques- 
tion and  proposes  to  publish  from  time  to  time  in  the  annual  volume 
on  commercial  statistics  such  useful  data  as  it  may  compile.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  a  study  was  made  of  the  drafts  of  vessels  using;  the 
Panama  Canal  during  the  calendar  year  1920.  Since  this  canal  has 
sufficient  depth  for  the  accommodation  of  the  largest  vessels  and 
is  a  gateway  for  traffic  between  world  ports  of  the  largest  capacity, 
the  results  of  the  study  are  believed  to  present  a  fairly  correct  view 
of  the  drafts  of  vessels  which  carry  tne  world's  commerce.  The 
data  derived  from  this  study  will  be  found  in  this  volume. 

Investigation  of  terminal  charges  at  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  ports. — 
Representations  having  been  made  to  the  board  that  railroad  mo-. 
nopoly  of  terminal  business  at  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  ports  was 
rendering  it  impracticable  for  private  and  municipal  terminals  to 
operate  profitably  and  was  therefore  retarding  the  terminal  devel- 
opment necessary  for  the  prompt  and  economical  handling  of  traffic, 
the  board  instituted  an  investigation  of  terminal  charges  and  prac- 
tices at  these  ports.  The  results  of  the  investigation  show  that  the 
average  charges  for  wharfage  and  handling  at  private  and  public 
terminals  at   the  ports  considered   are   approximately  twice   and 
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charges  for  storage  approximately  three  times  those  in  effect  at 
railroad  terminals.  Tne  railroads  making  the  road  hauls  allow  the 
private  terminals  only  the  rates  which  apply  at  their  own  terminals, 
and  since  these  rates  are  not  profitable  the  private  terminals  do  not 
seek  through  business,  but  confine  their  operations  largely  to  local 
freight.  This  situation  being  deemed  injurious  to  the  free  flow  of 
commerce,  and  restrictive  of  port  development,  the  board  prepared 
a  report  which  was  forwarded  by  the  Chief  of  Engineers  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  and  thence  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 
The  report  was  indorsed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Shipping  Board, 
who  likewise  addressed  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  ask- 
ing that  appropriate  remedies  be  applied.  In  response  to  the  re- 
quest of  tne  two  departments,  the  commission  has  instituted  an 
investigation  of  the  matter. 

Investigation  of  terminal  charges  at  Pacific  ports. — As  a  result  of 
the  distribution  of  copies  of  the  board's  report  on  terminal  charges 
at  South  Atlantic  ana  Gulf  ports  to  port  authorities  and  others  in- 
terested, the  board  has  received  letters  from  a  number  of  port  offi- 
cials commending  the  findings  of  the  report  and  the  action  taken. 
Upon  request  of  several  of  the  Pacific  coast  port  commissions,  the 
board,  by  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  has  undertaken  an 
investigation  of  terminal  charges  and  practices  at  Pacific  coast 
ports.     This  investigation  is  now  in  progress. 

Depths  at  foreign  ports. — In  studying  the  needs  of  vessels  at  Ameri- 
can ports  it  is  appropriate  to  consider  the  depths  available  at  foreign 
ports  with  which  we  have  commercial  relations.  The  board  is 
therefore  preparing  a  compilation  showing  depths  available  in  the 
entrances  and  basins  at  foreign  ports,  witn  tidal  ranges,  etc.  The 
Department  of  Commerce  has  been  requested  to  obtain  through  its 
commercial  agents  abroad  certain  data  required  for  the  completion 
of  this  compilation. 

Transportation  costs. — Consideration  of  the  utility  of  water  trans- 
portation in  many  cases  involves  a  study  of  the  cost  of  moving 
traffic  by  rail  as  well  as  water.  The  interests  of  the  people  demand 
that  the  utmost  economy  be  secured  in  transportation,  and  while 
it  is  recognized  that  water  transportation  is  inherently  cheaper 
than  rail,  it  frequently  involves  transfers  and  inconvenience  which 
offset  its  natural  advantages.  To  afford  a  basis  for  comparing  the 
cost  to  the  shipper  of  moving  coal  by  water  and  by  rail,  a  study  has 
been  made  of  rail  rates  on  bituminous  coal  from  important  districts 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River  to  customary  shipping  points,  and  the 
results  of  this  study  are  published  in  this  volume.  In  addition,  the 
board  has  made  a  number  of  studies  of  transportation  costs  in 
response  to  specific  inquiries  which  were  referred  to  this  office  for 
attention. 

Information  file. — In  considering  the  problems  necessarily  arising 
in  connection  with  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  statistical  division, 
the  need  for  extensive  information  in  relation  to  commerce  and 
transportation  is  evident.  To  meet  this  need,  the  board  has  es- 
tablished an  information  file,  which  it  is  hoped  to  make  the  reposi- 
tory of  a  vast  store  of  classified  information  relative  to  the  many 
subjects  directly  and  indirectly  involved. 

All  of  the  operations  of  the  statistical  division  as  described  above 
are  in  the  change  of  Mr.  A.  H.  Ritter,  chief  statistician,  who  person- 
ally prepares  the  reports  of  the  board  on  Jthese  matters. 
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STUDY  OF  THE  DRAFTS  OF  VESSELS  PASSING  THROUGH  THE  PANAMA 
CANAL  DURING  THE  CALENDAR  YEAR  1920. 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  quite  an  insistent  demand  for  in- 
creased depths  at  harbors  upon  the  belief  that  existing  depths  pre- 
vent the  use  of  such  harbors  by  modern  freight  vessels.  Neither 
Lloyd's  Register  nor  the  List  of  Merchant  Vessels  of  the  United 
States  contains  information  relative  to  drafts  of  vessels  and  very 
little*  information  has  heretofore  been  compiled  upon  the  subject 
in  such  form  as  to  be  useful  in  the  consideration  of  the  worthiness 
of  providing  additional  depths  at  our  harbors.  Complete  records 
are  kept,  however,  of  the  drafts  of  vessels  passing  through  the 
Panama  Canal.  Since  this  canal  has  sufficient  depth  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  largest  vessels  and  is  a  gateway  for  traffic  be- 
tween world  ports  of  the  largest  capacity,  information  relative  to 
the  drafts  of  vessels  using  this  canal  should  give  $  fairly  correct 
view  of  drafts  of  vessels  which  carry  the  world's  commerce.  A 
study  has  therefore  been  made  of  drafts  of  vessels  using  the  Panama 
Canal  during  the  calendar  year  1920  and  the  results  are  given  in 
this  report. 

Of  2,813  merchant  vessels  passing  through  the  canal  during  1920 
to  and  from  all  ports  of  the  world,  71.49  per  cent  drew  under  25 
feet  and  98.79  per  cent  drew  under  30  feet. 

A  total  of  1,085  vessels  from  ports  of  the  United  States  passed 
through  the  canal,  and  of  these  65.37  per  cent  drew  under  25  feet 
and  98.56  per  cent  drew  under  30  feet.  The  vessels  bound  from 
ports  of  the  United  States  in  general  were  loaded  deeper  than  ves- 
sels bound  to  ports  of  the  United  States.  Of  the  latter  there  were 
a  total  of  731,  of  which  71.68  per  cent  drew  under  25  feet  and  99.04 
per  cent  drew  under  30  feet. 

The  only  ports  of  the  United  States  to  which  vessels  were  bound 
through  the  Panama  Canal  drawing  30  feet  or  over  were  New  York, 
Norfolk,  Newport  News,  Charleston,  New  Orleans,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  the  total  of  these  vessels  was  23.  While  there  were  7 
vessels  bound  from  New  York  drawing  30  feet  or  over,  there  was 
only  1  vessel  bound  for  New  York  in  this  class. 

Of  521  vessels  carrying  general  cargo  to  and  from  ports  of  the 
United  States,  69.47  per  cent  drew  under  25  feet  and  98.64  per  cent 
drew  under  30  feet. 

Of  188  vessels  carrying  nitrates  to  United  States  ports,  65.44  per 
cent  drew  under  25  feet  and  97.89  per  cent  drew  under  30  feet. 

As  a  class,  the  vessels  carrying  petroleum  products  have  the 
greatest  average  draft.  Of  101  such  vessels,  27.72  per  cent  drew 
under  25  feet  and  94.06  per  cent  drew  under  30  feet.  Fifty-four 
vesseb,  or  53.5  per  cent  of  the  total,  drew  between  25  and  28  feet. 

Forty-nine  vessels  carried  lumber  from  United  States  ports 
through  the  canal,  of  which  85.68  per  cent  drew  under  25  feet  and 
100  per  cent  under  29  feet.  Thirty-four  vessels,  or  69.6  per  cent, 
drew  between  20  and  25  feet. 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  vessels  carried  flour  and  grain  from 
Pacific  ports  through  the  canal,  of  which  44.83  per  cent  drew  under 
25  feet  and  99.14  per  cent  drew  under  29  feet.  The  latter  figure 
included  all  vessels  except  1  which  drew  between  30  and  31  feet. 
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Drafts  of  merchant  vessels  passing  through  the  Panama  Canal  during  1920,  to  and  from 

all  parts  of  the  world.

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STUDY  OF  BASIL  RATE  ON  BITUMINOUS  COAL. 

To  assist  in  determining  the  relative  economy  of  water  and  rail 
transportation  in  specific  cases,  the  statistical  division  of  the  Board 
of  Engineers  for  Rivers  and  Harbors  is  engaged  in  making  studies 
of  rates  and  costs  of  transportation  both  by  rail  and  water.  The 
accompanying  compilation  of  rates  pertains  exclusively  to  the  rail 
movement  of  bituminous  coal  from  tne  various  mining  districts  east 
of  the  Mississippi  River.  Rates  have  been  selected  for  routes  in- 
volving competition  with  other  rail  carriers  and  with  water  routes, 
and  also  for  routes  without  competition.  The  length  of  the  haul 
varies  from  14  miles  to  approximately  850  miles. 

It  jvill  be  observed  that  with  a  few  exceptions  ton-mile  rates 
decrease  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  distance.  The  following 
shows  the  minimum  and  maximum  ton-mile  rates  for  the  several 
groups  of  distances :

Rates  involving  transfer  across  the  Ohio  River  are  omitted  from 
the  above  table,  as  also  the  rate  of  63  cents  per  ton  from  all  stations 
of  the  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Railway  to  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  for 
transshipment  by  Ohio  River  steamers.  The  ton-mile  rate  for 
this  service  ranges  from  0.22  cent  for  the  longest  distance  to  21  cents 
for  the  shortest  distance.  The  201  to  300  miles  group  includes  one 
rate  of  $3.07  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds  for  a  haul  of  210  miles,  or  1.46 
cents  per  ton-mile.  The  highest  rate  in  this  group  exclusive  of  the 
one  mentioned  is  1.22  cents  per  ton-mile,  which  is  more  in  agreement 
with  other  rates  in  the  table. 

Rates  in  the  tariffs  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  New  York 
Central  Railroad  are  quoted  in  cents  per  ton  of  2,240  pounds,  but  in 
the  tables  these  rates  have  been  reduced  to  the  equivalent  rate  for 
2,000  pounds,  which  is  the  basis  generally  used  in  railroad  tariffs. 

Where  there  is  water  competition  rates  are  somewhat  lower  for 
similar  distances  than  elsewhere,  the  difference  varying  from  10  to 
20  per  cent.

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STUDY  OF  COMMERCE  THROUGH  GULF  PORTS. 

Statistics  have  been  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Engineers  for  Rivers 
and  Harbors  showing  the  commerce  of  the  principal  Gulf  ports  during 
the  last  10  years.  These  statistics  were  compiled  from  data  con- 
tained in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers.  The  in- 
formation for  years  prior  to  1916  is  in  some  instances  incomplete  and 
general  averages  have  therefore  been  based  upon  the  period  1917- 
1919.  The  details  of  the  study  will  be  published  in  the  reports  now  in 
preparation  bv  the  statistical  division  of  the  board  on  the  important 

Sorts  of  the  United  States.     Certain  of  the  general  tables  are  given 
elow. 

Based  upon  the  total  receipts  and  shipments  for  the  three  years  1917 
to  1919,  inclusive,  New  Orleans  ranks  first  in  grain;  sugar,  molasses, 
etc.;  fruits  and  nuts;  *and  rice  and  products.  Galveston  ranks  first 
in  cotton,  while  Mobile  ranks  first  in  logs  and  lumber,  and  coal  and 
coke.  The  Sabine  district  takes  first  rank  in  the  receipt  and  ship- 
ment of  petroleum  and  products.

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WATER-BORNE    COMMERCE    OF   THE    UNITED    STATES    DURING  THE 
CALENDAR  YEAR  1920. 

COMMERCE    OF    ATLANTIC,    GULF,    AND    PACIFIC    PORTS    DURING    THE 

CALENDAR   YEAR   1920. 

The  statement  of  commerce  at  the  ports  of  the  country  includes 
receipts  and  shipments  at  all  harbors  and  bays  under  improvement 
by  the  United  States,  and  a  number  of  additional  localities  where  no 
improvements  are  in  progress.  Goods  in  transit  where  separately 
given  in  the  reports  of  district  engineers  have  been  eliminated  in  the 
preparation  of  the  statement,  since  such  traffic  is  accounted  for  as  a 
receipt  and  a  shipment  elsewhere. 

The  figures  show  a  total  of  36,580,773  tons  of  imports,  valued  at 
$3,453,535,357,  and  a  total  of  63,803,433  tons  of  exports,  valued  at 
$6,288,103,710,  making  a  grand  total  of  100,384,206  tons  of  foreign 
commerce,  valued  at  $9,741,639,067. 

The  figures  show  that  the  average  value  of  the  imports  was  $94  per 
ton,  and  of  the  exports  of  about  $98  per  ton.  The  coastwise  receipts 
amounted  to  45,371,489  tons,  valued  at  $3,539,865,631,  an  average  of 
$78  per  ton,  while  the  coastwise  shipments  amounted  to  49,153,031 
tons,  valued  at  $3,481,618,826,  an  average  of  $71  per  ton.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  coastwise  receipts  and  shipments  do  not  balance,  and 
this  is  probably  due  in  great  measure  to  tne  fact  that  there  is  more  or 
less  overlapping  in  the  tables  showing  the  commerce  at  ports  and  the 
commerce  on  rivers,  canals,  and  connecting  channels.  A  shipment 
from  a  port  may  have  its  destination  in  a  river,  and  vice  versa,  so  that 
in  practice  the  coastwise  receipts  and  shipments  will  not  agree.  Other 
domestic  commerce  amounted  to  134,576,915  tons,  valued  at  $7,780,- 
871,658,  an  average  of  $58  per  ton.  The  total  domestic  commerce  at 
Atlantic,  Gulf,  and  Pacific  ports  included  in  Table  No.  4  was 
229,101,435  tons,  valued  at  $14,802,356,115.  The  grand  total  of  all 
commerce  at  these  ports,  including  13,045  tons,  valued  at  $2,798,000, 

f>ertaining  to  Nome,  Alaska,  and  impracticable  of  separation  into 
oreign  and  domestic  traffic,  was  329,498,686  tons,  valued  at  $24,546,- 
793,182,  or  $74  per  ton.  After  eliminating  all  known  duplications  the 
total  tonnage  was  214,941,447,  and  value  $17,144,216,125. 

COMMERCE   OF   THE    GREAT   LAKES  DURING  THE  CALENDAR  YEAR  1920. 

The  figures  show  a  total  of  3,323,210  tons  of  imports,  valued  at 
$159,000,907,  and  a  total  of  9,065,497  tons  of  exports,  valued  at 
$96,276,436,  making  a  grand  total  of  12,388,707  tons  of  foreign  com- 
merce, valued  at  $255,277,343.  The  average  value  of  imports  was 
$48  per  ton,  and  of  the  exports  about  $11  per  ton.  The  domestic 
receipts  amounted  to  98,292,574  tons,  valued  at  $1,201,722,719,  and 
shipments  98,448,063  tons,  valued  at  $1 ,099,257,663.  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  receipts  and  shipments  practically  balance  as  to  tonnage. 
The  average  value  per  ton  of  the  receipts  was  $12  and  that  of  the 
shipments  $11.  Other  domestic  commerce,  consisting  principally  of 
sand  and  gravel  and  fish,  amounted  to  761,320  tons,  valued  at 
$688,146.  The  total  domestic  commerce,  as  included  in  Table  No.  5, 
was  197,501,957  tons,  valued  at  $2,301,668,528,  and  the  grand  total 
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of  all  commerce  was  209,890,664  tons,  valued  at  $2,556,945,871. 
After  eliminating  all  known  duplications  the  total  tonnage  was 
111,139,686,  and  value  $1,406,111,607. 

COMMERCE  OF  RIVERS,  CANALS,  AND  CONNECTING  CHANNELS  DURING 
THE   CALENDAR   YEAR   1920. 

The  statement  of  commerce  during  the  calendar  year  1920  on  rivers, 
canals,  and  connecting  channels  has  been  separated  into  bulk  and 

1>ackage  in  order  to  show  the  relative  proportions  of  high-class  and 
ow-class  freight  transported  on  our  inland  waterways.  Obvious 
repetitions  of  the  same  commerce  have  been  omitted,  out  there  are 
some  duplications  of  traffic  which  it  is  impossible  to  eliminate.  For 
example,  the  commerce  of  the  Ohio  River  appears  under  that  stream, 
but  an  unknown  part  of  this  traffic  is  also  included  in  the  figures  given 
for  the  commerce  of  the  Lower  Mississippi.  The  commerce  passing 
through  St.  Marys  Falls  Canal  has  been  taken  as  representing  the 
traffic  through  the  ship  channel  connecting  the  waters  of  the  Great 
Lakes  because  this  is  tne  only  point  for  which  detailed  statements  of 
the  traffic  of  the  connecting  cnannel  are  given.  The  term  "bulk" 
freight  includes  commodities  handled  loose  or  in  cargo  lots  consisting 
principally  of  coal,  coke,  iron  ore,  lumber  and  pulpwood,  grain,  ice, 
oil,  phosphate  and  other  fertilizer  materials,  sand,  stone,  gravel,  etc. 
In  some  instances  fish,  oysters,  and  oyster  shells  have  been  included 
in  bulk  freight.  * '  Package ' '  freight  includes  all  commodities  in  crates, 
boxes,  bags,  or  otherwise  assembled. 

The  total  bulk  freight  amounted  to  151,366,742  tons,  valued  at 

$1,566,232,112,  an  average  of  about  $10  per  ton,  and  the  package 

freight  amounted  to  11,609,039  tons,  valued  at  $1,400,996,488,  an 

(  average  of  about  $120  per  ton.     The  total  commerce  on  the  rivers, 

'  canals,   and  connecting  channels,   as  given  in  Table  No.   7,  was 

162,975,781  tons,  valued  at  $2,967,228,600,  or  $18  per  ton. 

After  eliminating  all  known  duplications  the  total  tonnage  was 
43,187,893,  and  value  $960,168,763.

Navigation  season  extended  throughout  the  year.  Two  steamboats  of  about  7  feet 
draft  operated  regularly  between  Savannah  and  Beaufort  and  one  between  Savannah 
and  Bluffton.  In  addition,  small  motor  boats  and  tags  made  intermittent  trips  over 
this  section  of  the  waterway.  A  semi  weekly  sched  ule  was  maintained  between  Bruns- 
wick and  Fernandina  by  a  wooden  steamboat  of  about  7  J  feet  draft,  and  a  daily 
schedule  was  maintained  by  a  similar  vessel  between  Brunswick  and  St.  Simons 
Island,  including  three  trips  per  week  to  Darien.  Two  boats  of  similar  type  and 
draft  operated  in  the  vicinity  of  Savannah.  A  large  number  of  wooden  barges  of 
about  6  feet  draft,  towed  by  gasoline  launches  and  steam  tugs,  transported  naval 
stores,  crossties,  lumber,  and  rafts  of  lumber  to  Brunswick,  Darien,  Savannah,  and 
other  points  via  the  inside  route.  Fleets  of  gasoline  launches  made  extensive  use 
of  this  waterway  in  connection  with  the  shrimp,  oyster,  and  fish  ind  jstries.  Numer- 
ous other  small  launches  and  yachts,  varying  in  tonnage  from  10  to  100,  passed  this 
waterway  en  route  to  Florida  points  and  return.  About  50  motor  boats  of  light  draft 
operated  between  Savannah  and  Tybee  *da  the  inside  route  and  Cowhead  River. 
No  regular  schedule  was  maintained  over  the  Fernandina  to  St.  Johns  River  division 
of  this  waterway;  however,  a  number  of  wooden  barges  of  about  6  feet  draft,  towed 
by  gasoline  launches  and  steam  tugs,  transported  commodities  over  this  waterway. 
Tne  entire  commerce  of  this  waterway  is  carried  on  over  the  improved  section.  In 
addition  to  the  above,  12  schooners  and  seagoing  barges,  of  15  and  16  feet  draft,  car- 
rying lumber,  operated  coastwise  from  Kilkenny  over  St.  Catherine  Bar.

The  navigation  season  extended  throughout  the  year.  The  commerce  consisted 
almost  entirely  of  lumber,  which  was  received  in  the  form  of  rafts  from  the  Altamaha 
River  and  reshipped  from  Darien,  the  port  of  entry.  One  single-screw  wooden 
steamer  of  about  7  feet  draft  made  three  round  trips  per  week,  carrying  freight  and 
passengers  between  Brunswick  and  Darien.  All  coastwise  outbound  lumber  was 
carried  in  seagoing  barges  of  14  to  16  feet  draft  over  Doboy  Bar.  Local  lumber  was 
towed  in  rafts.

Nine  schooners  and  7  sea- 
going barges  of  from  18  to  20  feet  draft  entered  and  cleared  via  Fernandina  Harbor, 
carrying  cargoes  composed  entirely  of  lumber  (square  and  round)  amounting  to  12,000 
tons  valued  at  $161,000,  representing  approximately  18  per  cent  in  tons  and  10  per 
eeht  in  value  of  the  total  commerce  and  depending  on  the  full  project  depth.

The  navigation  season  extended  throughout  the  year.  When  stage  of  water  would 
permit,  one  stern-wEeel  wooden  steamer  of  3*  feet  draft  made  regular  weekly  round 
trips  carrying  passengers  and  freight  between  Bonny  Clabber  landing  and  Dublin,  a 
distance  of  30  miles.  Two  other  steamers  made  alternate  trips  to  tne  same  landing 
and  occasionally  going  as  far  down  as  Bells  Ferry.  The  Dublin  Veneer  Co.  operated 
constantly  one  tunnel-built  oil  power  towboat  of  14-inch  draft  which  tows  barges  of 
hardwood  blocks  for  their  mills,  operating  25  miles  above  and  30  miles  below  Dublin. 
In  addition  the  rafting  of  timber  was  carried  on  extensively.

Information  in  regard  to  the  commerce  of  Brunswick,  prior  to  improvement,  may- 
be found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1897.  The  Clyde 
Steamship  Go.  operated  two  single-screw  iron  ships  of  20  to  22  feet  draft  on  a  regular 
weekly  schedule  between  Brunswick  and  New  York;  however,  due  to  unsettled 
labor  conditions  in  northern  ports,  they  were  unable  to  maintain  this  schedule  with- 
out interruption.  In  addition,  they  operated  intermittently  Shipping  Board  and 
other  vessels,  making  total  sailings,  including  the  regular  schedule,  of  30  northbound 
and  20  southbound  tripe.  Sailing  vessels,  barges,  and. steamers  of  from  14  to  28  feet 
draft,  operated  coastwise  from  Brunswick.  Two  single-screw  wooden  steamers  of 
about  7  feet  draft  maintained  daily  schedules  between  Brunswick  and  near-by  ports, 
and  one  vessel  of  the  same  type  and  draft  maintained  semiweekly  schedules  w4th 
various  towns  and  landings  on  the  Inland  Waterway  and  rivers.  Numerous  tugs 
and  launches,  towing  rafts  and  barges,  and  a  fleet  of  gasoline  launches,  engaged  in 
the  shrimp  industry,  operated  from  Brunswick.  An  intermittent  freight  service 
was  maintained  with  twin-screw  steel  ships  of  from  18  to  27  feet  draft  between  Bruns- 
wick and  the  principal  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in  addition,  oil-taak  steam- 
ships drawing  25  to  27  feet  operated  coastwise  and  foreign.

Lumber. — The  lumber  business,  formerly  of  great  magnitude  as  connected  with 
the  movement  of  logs  and  lumber  on  the  river,  has  almost  entirely  disappeared, 
owing  to  the  destruction  of  the  pine  and  hemlock  forests  in  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota 
contiguous  to  the  Mississippi  River  and  its  tributaries. 

Steamboats  and  freight. — In  1920  the  packet  business  was  very  small,  there  being 
no  through  boats  operated  from  St.  Louis  to  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul.  One  boat  of 
the  St.  Louis  <fe  Tennessee  River  Packet  Co.  ran  between  St.  Louis  and  Quincy  and 
several  boats  of  the  Eagle  Packet  Co.,  St.  Louis  <fe  Tennessee  River  Packet  Co.",  and 
Carnival  City  Packet  Co.,  ran  from  St.  Louis  to  Hamburg,  also  to  various  points  on 
the  Illinois  River;  several  wild  boats  dtn  between  St.  Loms  and  Hamburg  during  the 
fruit  season.  The  decreased  amount  of  packet  traffic,  reduced  to  48,389  tons,  was 
chiefly  due  to  inability  to  obtain  crews  and  the  scarcity  of  north  and  south  traffic, 
supplemented  by  the  high  cost  of  food  stuffs,  materials,  and  supplies.  The  excursion 
business  was  very  large,  1,863,810  passengers  were  carried  by  the  regular  excursion 
and  other  wild  boats.  Of  the  fine  large  packets  belonging  to  this  river,  none  remain 
as  such,  having  been  remodeled  for  the  excursion  business.  The  principal  part  of 
the  freight  was  carried  for  moderate  distances  by  small  gasoline  or  steam  launches 
and  to  .v boats,  usually  with  barges.  The  entire  commercial  traffic  for  1920  amounted 
to  630,951  tons,  which  is  43,241  tons  less  than  1919.  There  is  no  hope  of  a  prosperous 
river  business  on  the  upper  Mississippi  until  adequate  terminal  and  transfer  facilities, 
connecting  with  railroads,  are  provided  and  also  suitable  towboats  and  barges.

As  only  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  freight  is  handled  by  the  regular  packet 
boats  plying  between  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Hamburg,  III.,  also  to  points  on  the  Illinois 
River,  there  are  no  established  freight  rates  based  on  ton-miles. 

However,  the  published  tariff  rates  per  100  pounds  within  the  river  district,  depend- 
ing upon  distances  the  freight  was  carried,  were  as  follows:  First  class,  30  cents;  second 
class,  25  cents;  third  class,  20  cents;  fourth  class,  15  cents;  fifth  class,  8  cents;  and  a 
"special  stock  tariff"  between  St.  Louis  and  points  on  the  Illinois  River.  The  bulk 
of  the  freight  business  is  handled  by  small  steam  and  gasoline  boats  which  are  owned 
and  operated  by  the  various  firms  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  freight  used  in  con- 
nection with  their  business. 

There  were  carried  by  the  various  boats,  3,542,196  passengers,  which  includes  1,678,- 
386  ferry  and  1,863,810  excursion  and  packet  passengers. 

The  items  of  ''Household  and  personal  effects"  and  "General  merchandise"  is  the 
package  and  other  freight  carriea  by  the  regular  packets  and  various  steam  and  gaso- 
line boats,  for  which  no  specific  manifest  could  be  obtained.

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EXPLANATORY   NOTES   AND   GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Unit  values  for  items  of  freight  and  factors  for  converting  various  units  of  measure- 
ment into  tons  are  the  same  as  used  in  the  compilation  of  Duluth-Superior  commerce 
for  1920,  with  but  few  exceptions,  any  difference  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  quality 
of  certain  commodities  passing  through  this  waterwav  or  originating  thereon  differs 
somewhat  from  the  same  commodities  shipped  from  Duluth-Superior  Harbor.  The 
valuation  of  such  commodities  as  copper,  flaxseed,  barley,  rye,  and  wheat  being 
computed  by  the  month,  any  difference  in  the  relative  quantities  of  these  commodi- 
ties carried  through  the  waterways  and  shipped  from  Duluth-Superior  would  create 
a  difference  in  the  unit  price  of  such  commodities. 

Six  ports  within  the  waterway  received  and  shipped  freight  in  1920  to  the  amount 
of  792,424  short  tons,  valued  $21,589,850,  the  principal  commodities  shipped  being 
copper,  general  merchandise,  lumber,  and  sand,  while  the  principal  commodities 
received  were  cement,  hard  and  soft  coal,  general  merchandise,  manufactured  iron, 
oils,  sand,  and  unclassified.  The  following  are  the  names  of  the  different  ports,  to- 
gether with  the  percentage  of  freight  received  and  shipped  at  each  place:  Torch 
Lake,  55.4  per  cent;  Hancock,  15.8  per  cent;  Houghton,  26.4  per  cent;  Point  Mills, 
1.2  per  cent;  Chassell,  0.8  per  cent;  and  Dollar  Bay,  0.4  per  cent.

80URCES   OP  INFORMATION   FOR  TRAFFIC   DATA  AND  VALUATIONS. 

Freight  tonnage  and  passengers. — The  freight  unit  used  and  designated  as  a  "ton" 
means  in  every  instance  a  ton  of  2,000  pounds.  The  data  relative  to  freight  and 
passengers  were  compiled  from  reports  made  by  vessel  masters  when  passing  through 
the  American  and  Canadian  canals.  As  a  daily  exchange  of  these  reports  is  made 
with  the  Canadian  canal,  both  offices  have  record  of  the  entire  lake  traffic  to  and 
from  Lake  Superior. 

Roistered  tonnage. — The  term  "registered  tonnage"  as  used  in  this  report  means1 
the  net  tonnage  of  the  vessel,  which  is  the  cubical  capacity  in  tons  of  100  cubic  feet 
each,  available  for  cargo  and  passengers,  and  is  obtained  from  vessel  papers. 

Freight  rates. — These  were  compiled  from  information  obtained  from  shippers,, 
owners,  and  carriers  of  the  several  classes  of  freight.  The  freight  rates  given  are  for 
lake  transportation  and  include  cost  of  loading  and  unloading,  except  in  the  case- 
of  coal. 

Freight  valuations. — The  unit  values  used  for  the  various  items  of  freight  were 
derived  from  daily  or  weekly  prices  current,  and  from  quotations  by  the  principal 
shippers,  owners,  and  carriers,  and  represent  the  values  of  the  several  commodities 
free  on  board  dock  at  the  lake  ports  of  destination. 

General  merchandise  covers  all  items  not  otherwise  classified,  including  such 
commodities  aB  package  freight,  cement,  etc.;  prior  to  1916  it  also  included  oils, 
broken  stone,  sand,  and  gravel.  "Stone"  represented  building  stone  alone  prior  to 
1916;  it  now  includes  broken  stone,  gravel,  and  sand. 

The  compilation  was  done  by  the  clerical  force  of  the  United  States  canal  office 
at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Mich.,  under  the  supervision  of  General  Superintendent  L.  C. 
Sabin. 

American  and  Canadian  canals. — The  total  freight  traffic  of  79,282,496  tons  for  the 
season  of  1920,  when  compared  with  the  season  of  1919,  shows  an  increase  of  11,046,954 
tons,  or  16  per  cent,  and  the  net  registered  tonnage  of  68, 194,083  shows  an  increase  o£ 
8,104,993  tons,  or  16  per  cent. 

The  items  of  freight  showing  an  increase,  when  compared  with  the  season  of  1919,. 
are  wheat,  iron  ore,  soft  coal,  salt,  oil,  stone,  and  general  merchandise. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  was  68,451,  an  increase  of  11,459. 

The  passages  through  both  canals  numbered  18,847,  showing  an  increase  of  1,260,. 
or  7  per  cent. 
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The  total  lockages  numbered  13,193,  an  increase  of  891,  or  7  per  cent. 

The  season  of  navigation  covered  a  period  of  8  months  and  8  days,  during  which 
time  the  average  monthly  traffic  was  9,590,625  tons  and  7,039,607  tons  net  register. 

Conditions  at  the  wharves  and  in  the  channels  of  the  Great  Lakes  system  limited 
the  draft  of  vessels  to  about  21  jeet. 

American  canal. — The  traffic  through  the  American  canal  was  97  per  cent  of  the 
total  freight,  91  per  cent  of  the  total  net  registered  tonnage,  and  37  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  passengers  carried,  the  amounts  being  76,801,812  tons  of  freight, 
53,055,292  tons  register,  and  24,999  passengers.  Compared  with  the  season  of  1919, 
there  was  an  increase  of  12,704,229  tons  of  freight,  or  20  per  cent,  9,451,301  tons  register, 
or  22  per  cent,  and  9,163  passengers,  or  58  per  cent. 

The  American  canal  records  show  that  vessels  necessarily  spent  17,947  hours  and 
19  minutes  in  canal,  or  an  average  of  1  hour  and  15  minutes,  which  includes  time 
waiting  for  lockage  and  passage  through  locks  and  canal,  the  latter  being  14  miles  long. 

Other  delays  at  the  canal,  which  included  taking  on  supplies,  waiting  for  daylight, 
or  favorable  weather,  amounted  to  3,309  hours  and  10  minutes. 

Vessels  were  delayed  9  hours  and  16  minutes  due  to  operating  the  railway  swing 
bridge. 

Trains  were  delayed  87  hours  and  28  minutes  by  passing  boats  temporarily  pre- 
venting the  closing  of  the  drawbridges. 

During  the  period  of  operation  the  swing  bridge  over  the  canal  leading  to  the  Poe 
Lock  was  closed  1,244  hours  and  10  minutes,  and  the  bascule  bridge  over  the  north 
canal  leading  to  the  third  and  fourth  locks  was  closed  1,171  hours  and  23  minutes. 
During  this  time  3,370  engines  and  6,371  passenger  and  36,055  freight  cars  crossed 
the  bridge. 

The  American  canal  was  opened  April  19  and  closed  December  26,  1920,  making 
the  length  of  its  season  252  days. 

Canadian  canal. — The  traffic  through  the  Canadian  canal  was  3  per  cent  of  the  total 
freight,  9  per  cent  of  the  total  registered  tonnage,  and  63  per  cent  of  the  total  passengers 
carried,  the  amounts  being  2,480,684  tons  of  freight,  5,138,791  tons  register,  and  43,452 
passengers.  Compared  with  the  season  of  1919,  there  was  a  decrease  of  1,657,275 
tons  of  freight,  or  40  per  cent,  1,346,308  tons  register,  or  21  per  cent,  and  an  increase 
of  2,296  passengers,  or  6  per  cent. 

The  Canadian  canal  was  opened  April  23  and  closed  December  23,  1920,  making 
the  length  of  its  season  244  days.

COMMERCIAL  STATISTICS.  1119 

GROWTH  OF  LAKE   SUPERIOR  COMMERCE. 

The  movement  of  freight  to  and  from  Lake  Superior  previous  to  the  opening  of 
the  State  Canal,  in  1855,  was  by  boat  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  where  the  cargoes  were 
unloaded,  taken  across  the  portage  1  mile  long,  and  reloaded  aboard  boats. 

In  1851  about  12,600  tons  passed  over  the  tramway  portage;  the  transshipments  to 
Lake  Superior  ports  comprised  the  articles  hay,  oats,  dry  goods,  groceries,  and  mining 
machinery  to  tne  value  of  $1,000,000,  and  those  to  lower  lake  ports  included  copper, 
iron  blooms,  and  fish,  valued  at  $675,000. 

During  the  66  years  the  canal  has  been  in  commission  the  yearly  traffic  has  increased 
from  a  minimum  of  14,503  tons  in  1855  to  a  maximum  of  91,888,219  tons  in  1916. 

The  increase  in  tonnage  of  each  year's  traffic  over  that  of  the  preceding  year  has 
averaged  about  19  per  cent.  For  each  decade  the  average  percentage  of  yearly  increase 
and  the  total  tonnage  are  as  follows:

HISTORICAL   NOTES. 

The  St.  Marys  Rapids  are  about  half  a  mile  wide  and  three-fourths  of  a  mile  long. 
The  fall  ranges  from  17  to  21  feet  with  the  varying  stages  of  water. 

The  first  canal  was  built  on  the  Canadian  side  of  tne  river  by  the  Northwest  Fur 
Co.  in  1797-98.  The  lock  was  38  feet  long,  8  feet  9  inches  wide,  with  a  lift  of  9  feet. 
A  towpath  was  made  along  the  shores  for  oxen  to  track  the  bateaux  and  canoes  through 
the  upper  part  of  the  rapids.  The  lock,  excepting  its  timber  floor  and  miter  sills, 
was  destroyed  in  1814  by  United  States  troops  from  Mackinac  Island  under  command 
of  Maj.  Holmes. 

The  first  ship  canal,  known  as  the  State  Canal,  was  built  on  the  American  side  of 
the  river  in  1853  to  1855,  some  750,000  acres  of  land  in  Michigan  having  been  granted 
by  the  United  States  Congress  for  the  construction  thereof.  The  canal  was  1-J3*  miles 
long,  64  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  and  100  feet  wide  at  the  water  surface.

Charles  T.  Harvey  was  superintendent  of 
construction,  and  the  St.  Marys  Falls  Ship  Canal  Co.  was  the  contractor.  The  locks 
were  destroyed  in  1888  by  excavations  for  the  present  Poe  Lock. 

The  Weitzel  Lock,  515  feet  long,  80  feet  wide  in  chamber,  narrowing  to  60  feet  at 
the  gates,  with  17  feet  depth  of  water  on  the  miter  sills  (12.6  feet  at  present  low- water 
datum),  was  built  by  the  United  States  in  the  years  1870  to  1881.  During  the  same 
period  the  canal  was  correspondingly  deepened  and  was  widened  to  160  feet,  and  the 
stone  slope  walls  were  replaced  with  timber  piers  having  a  vertical  face .  Gen .  Orlando 
M.  Poe  was  the  engineer  officer  in  charge  of  the  district  from  1870  to  1873  and  Gen. 
Godfrey  Weitzel  from  1873  to  1882.  Alfred  Noble  was  the  assistant  engineer  in  local 
charge  from  1870  to  1882.    Boyle  and  Roach  were  the  principal  contractors. 

The  Canadian  canal,  1J  miles  long,  150  feet  wide,  and  23  feet  deep,  with  lock  900 
feet  long  and  60  feet  wide,  having  22  feet  of  water  on  the  miter  sills  (18.2  feet  at  present 
low-water  datum),  was  built  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  in  the  years  1888  to  1895. 
Hon.  Collingwood  Schreiber  was  chief  engineer  of  Dominion  Canals,-etc.;  and  W.  G. 
McNeill  Thompson  was  the  Government  engineer  in  local  charge  of  construction 
work.    Ryan  &  Haney  were  the  contractors. 

The  Poe  Lock,  800  feet  long,  100  feet  wide,  and  having  22  feet  of  water  on  the  sills 
(18  feet  at  present  low- water  datum),  was  built  by  the  United  States  in  the  years  1887 
to  1896.  Gen.  Orlando  M.  Poe  was  the  engineer  officer  in  charge  of  the  district  from 
1883  to  1895;  and  E.  S.  Wheeler  the  assistant  engineer  in  local  charge  of  construc- 
tion work  from  1882  to  1897.    Hughes  Bros.  &  Bangs  were  the  principal  contractors.

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GROWTH  OP  LAKE   SUPERIOR  COMMERCE. 

The  movement  of  freight  to  and  from  Lake  Superior  previous  to  the  opening  of 
the  State  Canal,  in  1855,  was  by  boat  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  where  the  cargoes  were 
unloaded,  taken  across  the  portage  1  mile  long,  and  reloaded  aboard  boats. 

In  1851  about  12,600  tons  passed  over  the  tramway  portage;  the  transshipments  to 
Lake  Superior  ports  comprised  the  articles  hay,  oats,  dry  goods,  groceries,  and  mining 
machinery  to  the  value  of  $1,000,000,  and  those  to  lower  lake  ports  included  copper, 
iron  blooms,  and  fish,  valued  at  $675,000. 

During  the  66  years  the  canal  has  been  in  commission  the  yearly  traffic  has  increased 
from  a  minimum  of  14,503  tons  in  1855  to  a  maximum  of  91,888,219  tons  in  1916. 

The  increase  in  tonnage  of  each  year's  traffic  over  that  of  the  preceding  year  has 
averaged  about  19  per  cent.  For  eacn  decade  the  average  percentage  of  yearly  increase 
and  the  total  tonnage  are  as  follows:

HISTORICAL   NOTES. 

The  St.  Marys  Rapids  are  about  half  a  mile  wide  and  three-fourths  of  a  mile  long. 
The  fall  ranges  from  17  to  21  feet  with  the  varying  stages  of  water. 

The  first  canal  was  built  on  the  Canadian  side  of  the  river  by  the  Northwest  Fur 
Co.  in  1797-98.  The  lock  was  38  feet  long,  8  feet  9  inches  wide,  with  a  lift  of  9  feet. 
A  towpath  was  made  along  the  shores  for  oxen  to  track  the  bateaux  and  canoes  through 
the  upper  part  of  the  rapids.  The  lock,  excepting  its  timber  floor  and  miter  sills, 
was  destroyed  in  1814  by  United  States  troops  from  Mackinac  Island  under  command 
of  Maj.  Holmes. 

The  first  ship  canal,  known  as  the  State  Canal,  was  built  on  the  American  side  of 
the  river  in  1853  to  1855,  some  750,000  acres  of  land  in  Michigan  having:  been  granted 
by  the  United  States  Congress  for  the  construction  thereof.  The  canal  was  1-&  miles 
long,  64  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  and  100  feet  wide  at  the  water  surface.  There  were 
two  tandem  locks  of  masonry,  each  350  feet  long  by  70  feet  wide,  with  a  lift  of  about 
9  feet.  The  depth  in  the  canal  was  about  13  feet  and  in  the  locks  about  11J  feet  at 
the  stage  of  water  then  prevailing.

The  Poe  Lock,  800  feet  lone,  100  feet  wide,  and  having  22  feet  of  water  on  the  sills 
(18  feet  at  present  low- water  datum),  was  built  by  the  United  States  in  the  years  1887 
to  1896.  Gen.  Orlando  M.  Poe  was  the  engineer  officer  in  charge  of  the  district  from 
1883  to  1895;  and  E.  S.  Wheeler  the  assistant  engineer  in  local  charge  of  construc- 
tion work  from  1882  to  1897.    Hughes  Bros.  &  Bangs  were  the  principal  contractors. 
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The  third  lock,  1,350  feet  long  and  80  feet  wide,  and  having  24J  feet  of  water  upon 
its  miter  sills  at  low-water  datum,  was  built  by  the  United  States  in  the  years  1908  to 
1914,  and  opened  to  traffic  October  21  of  the  latter  year. 

The  new  fourth  lock,  of  same  dimensions  as  third  lock,  was  built  by  the  United 
States  in  the  years  1913  to  1919,  and  opened  to  traffic  September  18,  1919. 

Since  1892  the  canal  leading  to  the  Weitzel  and  Poe  locks  has  been  deepened  in  its 
upper  reach  to  24  feet.  The  new  canal  leading  to  the  third  and  fourth  locks  has  a 
least  depth  of  24  feet.  The  length  between  the  upper  and  lower  entrances  is  about 
If  miles. 

The  present  low-water  planes  are  601.6  Lake  Superior  and  580.6  foot  of  locks  above 
mean  tide  at  New  York,  levels  of  1903. 

The  canal  also  practically  includes  those  parts  of  the  channel  through  St.  Marys 
River  which  have  been  improved  through  shoals  of  sand,  clay,  bowlders,  sandstone,  and 
limestone  rock.  The  United  States  Government  made  the  first  appropriation  for 
improving  the  river  channels  in  1856.  The  Lake  George  route  was  improved  for  12 
feet  draft,  1857  to  1860  and  1866  to  1869.  The  depth  was  increased  to  16  feet,  1879 
to  1883.  The  Hay  Lake  route  was  improved  for  a  depth  of  20  feet  at  mean  stage  of 
water,  years  1882  to  1894.  Betterment  of  the  channels  has  been  continued  since 
that  time,  so  that  the  dredged  areas  now  total  45  miles  in  length  with  least  width  of 
300  feet,  increasing  at  angles  and  at  other  critical  places  up  to  1,000  feet.  In  1903 
excavation  of  the  Middle  and  West  Neebish  Channels  was  begun  for  21  feet  at  lowest 
stage  of  water.  The  West  Neebish  Channel  was  opened  to  commerce  in  1908,  and  the 
deepening  of  the  Middle  Neebish  Channel  was  completed  in  1912.  Down  bound 
traffic  uses  the  West  Neebish  Channel  and  upbound  traffic  the  Middle  Neebish  route. 

The  Engineer  officers  in  past  charge  of  the  river  improvements  were:  Capt.  A.  W. 
Whipple,  185&-1861;  Col.  T.  J.  Cram,  1866-1870;  Maj.  O.  M.  Poe,  1870-1873;  Col. 
G.  Weitzel,  1873-1882;  Maj.  F.  U.  Farquhar,  1882-1883;  Col.  O.  M.  Poe,  1883-1895; 
Col.  G.  J.  Lydecker,  1896-1902;  Maj.  W.  H.  Bixby,  1902-1904;  Col.  Chas.  E.  L.  B. 
Davis,  1904-1908;  Col.  C.  McD.  Townsend,  1908-1912;  Col.  Mason  M.  Patrick,  1912- 
1916;  Col.  Harry  Burgess,  1916-1917;  Col.  F.  W.  Altstaetter,  1917-1918;  and  Mr.  L.  C. 
Sabin  was  district  engineer  1918-19. 

The  cost  of  the  several  improvements,  stated  in  round  numbers,  is  as  follows:

Poe  Lock 3,000,000 

Third  Lock  and  new  canal 5,000,000

Canadian  lock,  canal,  and  approaches 5,000,000 

Hydraulic  power  is  used  for  operating  the  Weitzel  and  Poe  locks.  Electricity 
generated  by  water  power  is  used  for  operating  the  Third  and  Fourth  locks  on  the 
American  side  and  the  Canadian  lock. 

The  American  locks  are  filled  or  emptied  in  about  9  minutes,  and  the  gates  opened 
in  1J  minutes.  An  up-lockage  of  a  single  boat  has  been  made  through  the  Poe  Lock 
in  11  minute?,  through  the  Third  Lock  in  13  minutes,  and  through  the  Fourth  Lock 
in  11  minutes;  but  the  average  time  spent  in  making  a  lockage  last  season  was  34 
minutes  5  seconds,  this  difference  being  due  to  the  slow  movement  of  the  boats  while 
entering  and  leaving  the  locks  and  to  the  fact  that  in  nearly  half  of  the  lockages  more 
than  one  boat  was  pa-sed.  Frequently  as  many  as  five  boats  were  included  in  a 
single  lockage. 

The  Canadian  lock  can  be  operated  in  about  10  minutes.  The  average  time  of 
lockage  through  the  Canadian  lock  last  season  was  15  minutes  and  46  seconds. 

From  1855  to  1881  the  canal  was  controlled  by  the  State  of  Michigan  and  tolls  were 
charged  to  cover  operating  and  repair  expenses,  the  rate  at  first  being  6}  cents  per 
registered  ton,  which  was  gradually  reduced  to  2J  cents.  Similarly  the  minimum 
charge  for  lockage  of  a  boat  was  reduced  from  $5  to  |3.  Since  control  was  transferred 
to  the  United  States  in  1881,  the  American  canal  has  been  free  for  public  use  by  all 
nations.  Likewise  the  Canadian  canal  has  not  collected  tolls  for  either  foreign  or 
domestic  commerce. 

The  lock  force  under  State  control  consisted  of  about  20  men  having  one  watch 
only,  as  night  navigation  of  the  river  was  then  impossible.  Under  United  States 
control  two  watches,  of  12  hours  each,  were  established  in  1881,  and  the  same  con- 
tinued until  1891,  when  three  watches  of  8  hours  each  were  organized.  The  force 
engaged  in  passing  boats  has  been  increased  with  the  growth  of  commerce,  the  num- 
ber now  aggregating  120;  in  addition  there  are  15  others  employed  as  watchmen, 
janitors,  telephone  boys,  and  laborers.

Freight  traffic,  1920. 


The  actual  freight,  in  tons,  that  is  carried  through  the  Detroit  River  can  be  closely 
estimated  by  comparison  with  the  tonnage  of  St.  Marys  Falls  Canal,  where  records 
of  both  net  registered  and  actual  freight  are  kept.  During  the  season  of  1920  the  actual 
freight  passing  St.  Marys  Falls  Canal  was  36.2  per  cent  greater  than  the  net  registered 
tonnage.  Since  about  three-fourths  of  the  Detroit  River  tonnage  is  St.  Marys  Falls 
Canal  tonnage,  there  is  no  error  in  assuming  that  the  ratio  for  this  three-fourths  is 
the  same  for  the  Detroit  River  as  for  St.  Marys  Falls  Canal,  and  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  the  ratio  between  the  registered  and  freight  tonnage  of  the  remaining 
one-fourth  is  also  the  same  as  that  for  St.  Marys  Falls  Canal.  Therefore,  increasing 
the  registered  tonnage  by  36.2  per  cent,  the  estimated  actual  freight  of  Detroit  River 
is  80,410,082  short  tons. 

The  average  value  of  the  freight  passing  St.  Marys  Falls  Canal  during  the  season 
of  1920  was  found  to  be  $14.12  per  ton.  Assuming  this  unit  value  for  Detroit  River 
commerce,  the  total  estimated  value  of  the  actual  freight  passing  Detroit  River 
during  the  season  of  1920  would  be  $1,135,390,357.

— There  was  no  car-ferry 
traffic  nor  cargoes  in  transit.  Seven  launch  an<|  barge  ferries,  transporting  automo- 
biles, trucks,  and  passengers,  operated  on  the  San  Joaquin  River  and  tributaries.  In 
all  cases  the  movement  was  directly  across  the  waterway,  the  haul  varying  from  100 
feet  to  3,600  feet.  It  was  not  practicable  to  obtain  returns  from  these,  except  for  the 
Lauritzen  Ferry,  operating  across  the  river  about  7  miles  above  its  mouth  and  trans- 
porting 27,075  passengers  and  9,025  automobiles  and  trucks,  total  value  of  the  latter 
being  estimated  at  $9,025,000,  exclusive  of  commodities  carried  of  unknown  amount 
and  value.1

In  general,  the  distances  carried  and  freight  rates  are  known  for  short  hauls  of  small 
lots  only  and  the  rates  per  ton-mile  are  therefore  large.  Also,  a  large  part  of  certain 
commodities  was  transported  in  vessels  belonging  to  or  hired  by  owners  of  the  com- 
modities for  which  no  transportation  charges  are  made,  thereby  decreasing  the  quanti- 
ties on  which  transportation  rates  can  be  figured  and  tending  to  increase  the  rates 
shown  in  the  tabulated  statement.  "Water,"  pumped  from  the  river  and  transported 
for  industrial  use  (first  reported  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1919,  pp.  1794  and  3400), 
caused  an  increase  in  the  total  normal  tonnage  of  599,883  tons,  valued  at  $60,468,  with 
corresponding  increases  in  section  F  in  the  tabulation  of  freight  traffic  above.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  upper-river  sections  show  heavy  losses  from  the  cessation  of  practically 
all  navigation  above  Sacramento  during  the  months  of  July  to  September,  inclusive, 
due  to  the  river  reaching  the  lowest  stages  ever  recorded.  The  falling  prices  of  com- 
modities also  tended  to  decrease  shipments  of  food  products  on  all  sections  of  the  river, 
as  well  as  materially  reducing  the  value  of  nearly  all  commodities  transported. 

Above  Sacramento  95,850  tons  of  freight  were  carried,  valued  at  $5,454,246,  and  be- 
low Sacramento  1,336,953  tons  were  carried,  valued  at  $51,925,125,  including  "water" 
above  noted;  55,103  tons,  valued  at  $3,433,225,  appears  in  both  sections.  Of  the  total 
freight  carried  downstream  to  Sacramento,  about  75  per  cent  was  grain,  later  reshipped 
from  Sacramento  by  rail  to  eastern  points  and  a  large  percentage  of  foodstuffs  and  feed, 
delivered  at  points  on  San  Francisco  Bay,  was  later  similarly  reshipped. 

Through  the  Sacramento  Oounty-Solano  County  bascule  bridge  at  feio  Vista,  during 
the  calendar  year  1920,  passed  2*,734  steamboats,  6,340  gas  boats,  2,472  barges,  382 
schooners,  25  dredges,  22  pile  drivers,  and  76  yachts.  Through  the  San  Francisco- 
Sacramento  Railway  drawbridge  at  M  Street,  Sacramento,  passed  2.494  steamboats, 
620  gas  boats,  1,043  barges,  8  schooners,  15  dredges,  19  pile  drivers,  4  yachts,  and  3 
house  barges.  Through  the  Southern  Pacific  Railway  drawbridge  at  H  Street,  Sacra- 
mento, passed  701  steamboats,  320  gas  boats,  708  barges,  10  schooners,  22  dredges,  17 
pile  drivers,  and  1  house  barge.  Through  the  Southern  Pacific  Railway  drawbridge 
at  Knights  Landing  passed  412  steamboats,  42  gas  boats,  306  barges,  7  dredges,  5  pile 
drivers,  and  1  house  barge.  Through  the  San  Francisco-Sacramento  Railway  draw- 
bridge at  Meridian  passed  229  steamboats,  3  gas  boats,  159  barges,  1  dredge,  and  1 
pile  driver.  Through  the  Colusa  County  highway  drawbridge  at  Colusa  passed  252 
steamboats,  5  gas  boats,  174  barges,  1  dredge,  1  pile  driver,  and  2  house  boats.  In  the 
above  statements  only  those  passages  requiring  opening  of  the  bridges  are  enumerated.

The  statistics  given  below  were  furnished  by  the  customs  district  of  Porto  Rico. 
Statistics  as  to  foreign  commerce  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31.  1920, 
and  the  statistics  of  domestic  commerce  were  obtained  from  publications  of  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce  for  1920.  A  large  percentage  of  the  commodities  given  in  the 
above  reports  contained  its  value  only.  The  weight  and  quantity  of  the  balance  had 
to  be  determined  approximately.  The  reports  from  which  the  statistics  were  obtained 
cover  the  commodities  received  and  shipped  in  vessels  of  all  classes  for  the  whole 
island,  of  which  it  is  estimated  about  55  per  cent  passes  through  San  Juan  Harbor. 
Practically  all  the  domestic  commerce  is  package  freight,  the  proportion  of  bulk 
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freight  being  so  small  that  it  is  negligible.  There  is  considerable  local  shipping  in 
this  harbor  with  a  terminal  station  of  a  ferry  line  and  tramway  located  on  the  oppo- 
site shore,  at  Catano,  estimated  to  carry  50,000  tons  of  freight  per  annum  and  1,800,000
